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The necessary increase in the number of Teachers 
during the year accounts for the increase in the item of 
salaries; the demand for text books paid for out of 
the Special Funds has been unusually large on account 
of the hard times, hence the increase in this item; 
the expenditure on account of contracts for new build- 
ing explains itself. 

The reduction of the wages of Engineers and Jani- 
tors; the saving in fuel made possible by the mild winter; 
the reduction of the rent of buildings used for School 
purposes, and of ground rent for School Fund lots which 
last year included rent for nine months against fifteen 
months the previous year; the payment out of the Gen- 
eral Fund of the cost of collecting taxes, which during 
the previous year was paid out of the School Tax Fund 
no appropriation having been made for the purpose ; and 
the economy practiced in purchasing supplies and in 
making repairs, explain the decrease in certain items 
last year as compared with the previous year.

PROMOTIONS. 

During the year there were 23,197 promotions from 
Grade to Grade in the Primary Classes, and 6,929 in 
the Grammar Classes; an increase of 897 in the former, 
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and of 95 in the latter, compared with the preceding- 
year. The total number of promotions was 30, 126* 
The total increase was 992. Seventy-two per cent, of 
the average number of pupils belonging were promoted* 

TEACHERS. 

The corps of teachers in the service of the Board is 
composed of men and women of high professional 
standing, who have the success of the schools at heart, 
and are faithful in the discharge of their duties. To 
them the present excellent condition of the schools is 
mainly due, and they are entitled to commendation for 
their zeal and efficiency. Their compensation has been 
reduced 25 per cent, during the past two years, and 
this year they are obliged to suffer a further reduction 
of 8 per cent, discount on the portion of their salaries 
paid in city scrip. This loss, it is to be hoped, they 
will not have to bear in the future, as it is a hardship 
to many and an inconvenience to all.

The average salaries paid Teachers, including Princi- 
pals and Superintendents, for the School Year 1876-77, 
was $621.02. The average for the year just closed 
was $615.34. 
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The increase in the aggregate of Teachers' salaries, 
compared with the preceding year, is accounted for by 
the increase in the number of Teachers. The number 
of Teachers employed during 1876-77 was 730; the 
number employed during 1877-78 was 805. Of the 
latter, 39 were males, 766 females; 20 of the males 
were Principals, and 19 were Assistants; 41 of the 
females were Principals, and 725 were Assistants. Dur- 
ing the year 136 Teachers were appointed, 42 resigned, 
3 died, 149 were awarded certificates, and at the end 
of the year there were 50 Normal School graduates 
who had not yet been appointed. 

SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 

Of the 72 buildings used for school purposes, 53 are 
owned by the City and 19 are rented. Of the build- 
ings owned, 14 are frame, 38 are brick, and i is stone. 
Of buildings rented, 12 are brick and 7 are frame. 
The number of sittings for study in buildings owned 
by the City is 37,489; in buildings rented by the 
Board, 4,800; total, 42,229. 

The rented buildings being, as a rule, badly ventilated, 
dimly lighted, inimical to health, and generally unfit for 
school purposes, should be superseded as soon as pos- 
sible by buildings owned by the City.

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The Washington School had about i6o pupils in four small rooms, originally 
intended for offices and recitation rooms. 

Double Divisions were first opened during the School 
Year 1872-73 for the accommodation of pupils who 
were unable to obtain seats. The number of Double 
Divisions during the past year has been about 50. At 
present about 6,000 pupils go to school but half a day, 
and 8,000 seats, or 1 1 new twelve-room buildings, are 
now needed properly to accommodate the children 
attending the schools.

The above statement includes the Lincoln street, 
the Calumet avenue, and the Polk street School build- 
ings, which were nearly completed at the time of the 
Fire; also, two new buildings not yet completed, 
which will be opened during the coming Fall Term; 
but does not include the buildings which were destroyed 
by the Fire and which have been rebuilt. It will be 
seen that pupils have increased much faster than school

accommodations. 

Of the appropriations made in the years 1873, 1874, 
and 1875, there remain unexpended $64,500 for seven 
school sites, and $270,000 for eleven school buildings. 
As fast as the mone)'' comes into the treasury it is applied 
to the purpose for which it was appropriated. Contracts 
have been let for the erection of a twelve-room build- 
ing on the Sedgwick street front of the Franklin School 
lot, at a cost of $22,586.87, including steam heatino- 
apparatus; and for a fifteen-room building on Throop 
street, near Eighteenth street, at a cost of $28,432.50, 
including steam heating apparatus. The buildino- on 
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the Franklin School lot will be ready for use next 
October, and will accommodate 756 pupils. It will 
relieve the present Franklin and the Vedder Street 
Schools of their double divisions, and take pupils from 
the rented buildings on La Salle and Wells streets. 
The building on Throop street — to be known as the 
Throop School — will be ready in December for 950 
pupils, who have been crowded into rented premises 
on Blue Island avenue, and into the Clarke, the West 
Fourteenth Street No. 2, and the Walsh Street Schools. 
As soon as the amount necessary is collected, a build- 
ing should be erected on the site at the corner of 
Wabash avenue and Eda street, a locality in need of 
more school accommodation. 

In the Appropriation Bill for 1877 ^^^ included 
$35,000 for the erection and furnishing of a school 
building on the Reservoir Lot, at the southeast corner 
of Monroe and Morgan streets, for the accommodation 
of the West Division High School.

In the Appropriation for new buildings the City 
Council inserted the following : " Provided^ no build- 
ing shall cost more than $12,000." This limitation 
is not in the interest of economy, and it would be wiser 
to put the expenditure of the Appropriation entirely 
under the control of the Board of Education, which 
has had experience that will enable it to invest the 
money to the best advantage. 

HIGH SCHOOLS. 

In September, 1875, High Schools were established 
in each Division of the City, and the Course of Study 
in the Central High School was modified. The Course 
of Study in the Division High Schools covers two 
years, and embraces English studies with German 
optional; at the beginning of the last School Year, 
Latin was introduced as an optional study. The Cen- 
tral High School has a three year Classical Course, and 
also a two year course for graduates of the Division 
High Schools who desire to continue their studies two 
years longer. The Division High School Course com- 
prises the Ninth and Tenth Grades of the Public 
School System, and the two additional years in the 
Central High School the Eleventh and Twelfth Grades- 
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Hereafter there will be no Ninth and Tenth Grade 
Classes in the Central High School. The following 
table shows the attendance at the High Schools during 
the last ten years, and the number of Graduates:

The number of pupils who attend the High Schools 
is small in proportion to the number enrolled in the 
Grammar and Primary Grades, but the High Schools 
are popular with persons in moderate circumstances, 
who cannot afford, after their children leave the Gram- 
mar Schools, to send them to Seminaries and Colleges. 
There can be no doubt that High Schools are demanded 
by a majority of the people and tax-payers in the City, 
and so long as this is the case it is the duty of the Board 
to comply with the wishes of their constituents. The 
Chicago High Schools are under the control of accom- 
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plished teachers, and compare favorably with those of 
any city in the country. 

EVENING SCHOOLS. 

Evening Schools were opened September lo, 1877, 
in the Kinzie and Newberry School Buildings, in the 
North Division; in the Jones and Ward School Build- 
ings, in the South Division; and in the Scammon, Fos- 
ter, Wells, and Sangamon Street School Buildings, in 
the West Division. These Schools were open five 
evenings in each week, and remained in session fourteen 
weeks, closing December 14. 

There was also an Evening High School, in which 
instruction was given in Mechanical Drawing, Book- 
keeping, and Stenography. This School held its ses- 
sions five evenings each week for fifteen weeks during 
the Fall Term, and was re-opened January 2, and re- 
mained open ten weeks longer, holding two sessions per 
week. The classes in Stenography were discontinued 
during the Winter Term.

MUSIC. 

The progress made in Vocal Music during the year 
has been greater than in either of the two preceding 
years, and in some cases it has risen to the standard 
attained before the study became optional. If all pupils 
whose parents do not request that they be excused were 
to attend the classes in vocal music, a higher degree of 
excellence would be attained. That music is popular 
is attested by the fact that 85 per cent, of the children 
in the schools joined the singing classes, though under 
the rule they might have refused to do so. 

DRAWING. 

Of the 42,000 pupils in the schools nearly 23,000 
have voluntarily attended the drawing lessons. This 
shows a falling off compared with previous years, but 
considering the fact that the study is optional, the 
number of pupils who have taken drawing is surpris- 
ingly large. The work has been limited to Free Hand 
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Drawing, in which there has been as much progress 
as could be expected from the facilities afforded for 
instruction. The teaching of drawing is an approach 
toward industrial education, and should be encouraged. 
Teachers should be required to qualify themselves to 
give instruction in the art, and a knowledge of draw- 
ing should be demanded of teachers appointed in the 
future. Geometrical Drawing should be introduced in 
the higher grades. 

GERMAN. 

Instruction in the German language has not been as 
productive of results as it would have been" under a 
system different from that now in vogue. Whatever 
is taught in the Schools ought to be well taught, and 
there seems to be room for improvement in the teach- 
ing of German. No fault, however, attaches to the 
teachers, as they do all that can be done with the 
facilities afforded them. 

LENGTH OF THE SCHOOL YEAR. 

There is reasonable ground for complaint that the 
School Year is too short, especially for children com- 
pelled to leave school at an early age, as is the case 
with a majority of pupils in the Primary Department. 
They should be afforded all the instruction that can be 
imparted during the years they attend school. From 
the. records it appears that in 1841 "the schools were 
kept five days and a half a week, with a recess of a 
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few minutes each half day; and the amount of vaca- 
tion allowed in a year, was four weeks." Since then 
the school year has been growing shorter. In 1856, it 
was reduced to 42 weeks, and in 1872 to its present 
limit of 40 weeks — 8 weeks less than in 1841. The 
schools are now closed twelve weeks of each year for 
vacations, and besides there are legal and occasionally 
other holidays, and Saturdays, when there is no school. 
The vacations might be curtailed ; rarely if ever should 
other than legal holidays be granted, and the schools 
might be in operation part of Saturdays. The adop- 
tion of the course suggested would lengthen the School 
Year from three to four weeks — a matter of no small 
importance to children whose school life is necessarily 
brief. The innovation would impose extra labor on 
the teachers, and of course should bring them extra 
remuneration. 

INDUSTRIAI. EDUCATION. 

What kinds of employment do the pupils, who leave 
the schools, seek ? is an interesting question, and it is to 
be regretted that we have not statistics from which to 
derive a satisfactory answer. The tendency of the 
youth of the present day is to shun workshops, and to 
seek professions or avocations that do not involve man- 
ual labor. Young men and young women prefer to 
work, if they work at all, with their heads rather than 
with their hands. Labor is apparently becoming un- 
popular, and it is fashionable with many to despise and 
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decry it, and to look down upon those who earn their 
bread by the sweat of their brows as belonging to an 
unfortunate and inferior class. The consequence is 
that the so-called genteel occupations are overcrowded, 
and the army of idlers and non-producers is being con- 
stantly recruited from the schools. Skilled laborers 
will soon be comparatively scarce, while persons equip- 
ped for the battle of life with '' a little learning " only, 
will be so numerous that many of them may be forced 
by want of employment to steal or starve. Poor-houses 
and prisons may be filled with persons of fair educa- 
tion, who were not taught to apply in a practical way 
the knowledge acquired at school. 

The following figures obtained from Mr. R. W. 
. McClaughry, Warden of the State Penitentiary at 
Joliet, are significant and suggestive: On September 
I, 1878, there were in the prison 1667 convicts; of 
these 173, about 10 per cent., could not read or write; 
147, about 8 per cent., could read only; 1,324, about 80 
per cent., could both read and write; and 23 had a good 
or fair education; — 127 acknowledged to having no 
occupation; 447 styled themselves laborers; and 1,093 
''claimed" trades or professions of some kind; but 
the Warden says " scarcely one in eight knew anything 
about any useful branch of labor." A system of edu- 
cation which confers the power of knowledge for good 
or for evil, but neglects to direct that knowledge into 
some useful channel, is incomplete, because it fails to ac- 
complish one of the prime objects of public instruction. 
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The training of children to habits of industry will, 
in my judgment, tend more than any other agency to 
make them good and useful citizens. They should be 
taught that labor is honorable, conducive to happiness 
and essential to the welfare of the individual and of the 
State. To establish and maintain Industrial Schools 
would be a burden too heavy for a community already 
taxed to the limit of endurance, but much may be 
done in our present schools at small additional cost to 
develop an industrial spirit and a taste for mechanical 
pursuits. More time should be allotted to drawing; 
boys should be familiarized with the use of simple 
tools, and girls should be instructed in cooking, sewing 
and other useful branches of domestic economy. Satur- 
days, or part of them, might profitably be devoted to 
industrial education. 

SENSATIONAL LITERATURE. 

The vicious influence of sensational story papers 
upon the minds\ and morals of the young is not un- 
worthy of the attention of a School Board. It is not 
within the province^ of the Board to specify what chil- 
dren shall read out of school, but something in this 
direction may be done by calling the attention of parents 
to such books as would be beneficial to children, and, 
through the schools, inciting children to read them. 
The evil complained of has assumed alarming propor- 
tions, and it is the duty of those interested in education 

3 
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to induce the young to shun the vile literature that is 
now so cheaply and widely circulated. 

CURRENT HISTORY. 

While a great deal of attention is given to the his- 
tory of the past, that of the immediate present is 
almost utterly ignored in the education of children. 
Advanced pupils, who are soon to leave school and 
mingle with the world, might, to their great advantage, 
be made familiar with current events. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The departments of business and of instruction should 
be divorced and kept as distinct as may be, in order 
that justice may be done to both. The Superintendent 
should be permitted to give his time exclusively to 
purely educational matters, and not be hampered with 
details that do not legitimately belong to his office. 
The organization of a business department, under a 
competent manager, would simplify the system and 
increase its efficiency. 

The Board is fortunate in having the services of Mr. 
Duane Doty as Superintendent, and of Mr. Edward C. 
Delano as Assistant Superintendent of Schools. They 
are eminent educators, proud of their profession, pro- 
gressive in their ideas, and devoted to the welfare of 
the Schools. Mr. Shepherd Johnston, for eighteen 
years Clerk of the Board, is an experienced, conscien- 
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tious, and valuable official; and to Mr. James Ward, 
who has so long and faithfully filled the responsible 
position of Building and Supply Agent, the Board and 
the tax-payers are indebted for a careful and econom- 
ical administration of his department. 

I desire to congratulate my fellow members of the 
Board on the generally satisfactory condition of the 
Schools, and to thank them for the assistance they ren- 
dered me in the discharge of my official duties. While 
we have frequently but honestly differed on questions 
relating to the Schools, our official and personal rela- 
tions have ever been pleasant. I fully appreciate the 
high honor they conferred by unanimously re-electing 
me President of this important body. Though I have 
severed my official connection with the Schools, I shall 
not cease to watch their progress, and to feel a deep 
interest in their success.

To the Board of Educatiofi : 

The Report of the President, and the full Reports of 
the several Committees, render it unnecessary for me 
to do more than present a brief Summary of the School 
Work for the year. Statistical Tables and Statements, 
showing the size, location, and value of school lots; date 
of erection, description, size, value, etc., of school build- 
ings ; appropriations made by the City Council for sites 
and buildings during years 1873, 1874, and 1875, and 
amounts expended on account of each; population of 
the City by Wards and by School Districts; age of 
pupils at time of admission; sundry tables of attend- 
ance at the various Schools, including High Schools; 
names of High School Graduates; names of Teachers 
for the ensuing School Year; text books; salaries; 
sundry financial statements, and a table of current ex- 
penditures by Schools, can be found in the Appendix. 
The printed proceedings of such a body as this Board 
constitute a full and current report of all business, and 
an annual volume can be little more than a repetition 
of the office records. Essays upon educational topics 
seem to me out of place in such a document, as sug- 
gestions pertaining to matters under that head are freely 
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made to the Board and to the Teachers of our Schools 
as occasion calls for them. I will therefore present 
a few statements that will convey an idea of the 
progress and needs of our Public Schools.

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Since a reduction of 10 per cent, was made in the 
amount paid for salaries of teachers, and a subsequent 
reduction of 25 per cent., no movement has been made 
for any increase in their pay, and no change can be 
made until, with returning prosperity, the City is able 
to increase the salaries in other departments of its 
service as well as in this one. 

HALF DAY SCHOOLS. 

The want of sufficient room renders it necessary to 
teach 6,000 pupils in Half Day Schools. Two sets of 
pupils are taught in the same room, sixty-three coming 
in the forenoon, and a like number of different children 
coming in the afternoon. To secure for these pupils the 
largest amount of instruction during the short time 
they can be in school, two teachers are assigned to 
every half-day room. All pupils in Half Day Schools 
work at a disadvantage, and for those above the first 
year or grade such schools are far from satisfactory.. 

EVENING SCHOOLS. 

The Evening Schools were opened September 10, 
1877, and continued in session fourteen weeks, closing 
December 14, 1877, with the exception of the Evening 
High School, which closed its sessions for the Fall 
Term, December 21, 1877. All of the Evening Schools 
held five sessions per week during the Fall Term. 

The Evening High School was re-opened January 2, 
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1878, and continued in session ten weeks, holding two 
sessions per week, and closed March 9, 1878. 

The following tabular statement shows the Enroll- 
ment, Attendance, etc., at each ot the Evening Schools 
during the session: 
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The Expenditures, in detail, have been as follows : 
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The table on the following page shows the weeks in 
which the maximum and the minimum attendance was 
reached in each School; the cost for Tuition, Fuel, 
Light, etc. ; and the cost of these items per pupil for 
each School: 
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Under the direction of the Committee I prepared the 
following rules for the government and management 
of our Evening Schools: 

In work in Evening Schools, Teachers will be guided and governed by the 
following rules, which Principals are required to enforce : 

Rules Relating to the Schools. 

1. Pupils may be admitted any evening from 7 to 7.30. 

2. Except in the High School, the sessions close at 9 o'clock. 

3. The text-books are the same as those used in the Day Schools. 

4. Instruction is given from text-books in Readings Spelling, Writings 
and Arithmetic. 

5. Oral instruction is given in Business Forms and in Book Keeping. 

6. General information, including important facts in Geography and United 
States History, is given each session. 

7. A school should consist of not more than twenty-five pupils, grouped 
and graded as well as possible by the Principal. 

8. Principals have authority to loan Fund Books to poor children, but the 
books must be returned to the teacher at the close of each session, and in no 
case can they be taken from the building. 

9. Teachers in Day Schools will not be employed in the Evening Schools. 
10. A fair allotment of the time of the session is as follows : Study, 10 

minutes; Reading, 15 minutes; Spelling, 10 minutes; Writing, 20 minutes; 
Arithmetic, 25 minutes ; Miscellaneous, 10 minutes. 

Rules Relating to Pupils. 
The conditions of Admission are : 

1. That pupils shall not be under 12 years of age. 

2. That they are unable to attend a Day School. 

3. That they give evidence of a desire to attend the school by providing 
themselves with all necessary books, and with a proper certificate of vaccination. 

4. That they have tickets of admission from the Principal. 

The conditions of Membership are : 

1. Prompt and regular attendance. 

2. A careful observance of the rules of the school. 

3. Satisfactory excuses for absence. 

4. Prompt and cheerful obedience to teachers. 

5. Good behavior going to and from school. 

6. Good care of desks and other school property. 

7. Tidiness in dress and in person. 

8. Earnest and faithful work in school. 

Rules Relating to the Duties of Teachers, 

1. To work under the direction of the Principal. 

2. To be in their rooms and take charge of them by 7 o'clock. 
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3. To put pupils at work as soon as they arrive. 

4. To seat pupils as far apart as possible. 

5. To have pupils recite sitting, except in exercises in Reading. 

6. To move pupils about the room as little as possible. 

7. To report the names of dull or of bright pupils to the Principal. 

8. To make all instruction and exercises as practical as possible. 

9. To give as much individual instruction as possible. 

10. To give pupils some item of general information each evening, record- 
ing the item in the attendance-books. 

11. To have no dispute with a pupil, but, in case of difficulty, to send at 
once for the Principal. 

12. To collect crayons and clean the blackboards before leaving the school- 
room. 

13. To turn off the gas before leaving the school- room. 

14. To notify the Principal, by 2.00 P. M., if obliged to be absent from duty. 

15. To keep such records of attendance, and make such reports as are 
required by the Principal and the Superintendent. 

Rules Relating to the Duties of a Principal, 

1. To supervise a group of schools under these rules. 

2. To receive pupils, grade them, and assign them to rooms. 

3. To grade pupils so that they may remain with one teacher during the 
term. 

4. To supervise all records. 

6. To make the usual Weekly Report to the Office of the Board. 

6. To take the attendance each evening. 

7. To suspend disorderly or impudent pupils, at once, 'and without con- 
troversy. 

8. To keep a record of the character of the services of each teacher, in 
order to be able to report upon their value. 

9. To inspect each school every evening, giving such assistance, encourage- 
ment, and suggestions as will aid in securing for pupils the best instruction 
these schools are able to impart. 

10. To make a full report to the Superintendent at the close of the term. 

The tickets of admission contain the rules relating to pupils. 

The compensation of Teachers has been $3.00 for 
each evening in High School work ; in the other schools 
the Principals have been paid $2.00 an evening, and 
the Teachers $1.50. 

REPAIRS OF BUILDINGS. 

In a climate where all building material goes to 
decay with great rapidity, the repairs upon our school 
houses will soon involve a heavy outlay. 
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During the year our efficient Building and Supply 
Agent, Mr. James Ward, has greatly improved a large 
number of our school rooms by re-arranging the seat- 
ing so that the light comes in at the left and at the 
backs of pupils. 

COURSE OF STUDY. 

During the coming School Year I trust our Course 
of Study will receive careful attention, with a view to 
a much needed revision. The amount of oral work 
omitted, and the introduction of books for use in the 
Primary Grades, render necessary some modification 
of the work for the Grammar Grades. 

THE HIGH SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 

There has been a steady increase in the membership 
of this important department of our system of Schools. 
The Entire Enrollment of pupils for the School Year 
has been 1,598, and the Average Daily Membership 
1,332. The number of pupils admitted to the High 
Schools during the year was 863, and the number of 
graduates was 298. At the close of the year, 39 
Teachers were employed in High School work. The 
Appendix contains fiiU information concerning the cost 
of the High Schools, together with a list of graduates.

BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 



To the Board of Education : 

On assuming the duties of their office, your Com- 
mittee found an urgent need of increased school ac- 
commodations. Most of the school buildings owned 
by the City were crowded, many of them having 
" Double Divisions " in the two lower Grades. A large 
number of rented buildings were in use, yet all the 
children entitled to school privileges could not be 
promptly received. This condition of things was not 
owing to inadequate appropriations by the City Coun- 
cil, nor was it the fault of the present or of past mem- 
bers of the School Board, as it resulted partly from 
the non-collection of taxes an d partly from defalcations 
of a former City Treasurer. 

Of the appropriations made by the City Council 
during the years 1873, 1874, 1875, and 1877, there 
remained unexpended, for school sites $74,500, and for 
school buildings, $351,000; a total for school accom- 
modations of $425,500. These appropriations, in 
detail, were as follows, viz. :

The appropriations for buildings were sufficient for 
the erection of fifteen school houses, at a cost of over 
$23,500 each, with an aggregate of seats for over 12,000 
pupils. But from these large appropriations only 

$52,000 were realized during the year ending July 31, 

• 

1878; and your Committee was of the opinion that this 
amount was only sufficient to warrant the erection of 
two buildings and the purchase of one school site. 

After careful investigation in regard to the localities 
in which these new school buildings were most needed, 
and after consultation with the Superintendent and the 
Building and Supply Agent, your Committee, on the 
i4th day of March, recommended the erection of a 
twelve-room brick building on the Franklin School lot, 
corner of Division and Sedgwick streets, and on April 
nth, a fifteen-room brick building on the Throop Street 
lot, near Eighteenth street. This recommendation

was adopted by your Board, and your Committee was 
empowered to employ August Bauer, Esq., to prepare 
plans and specifications for the two buildings, and to 
superintend their construction. In engaging Mr. Bauer, 
your Committee required him to combine in his plans^ 
as thoroughly as possible, convenience, simplicity, dura- 
bility, and cheapness, and to give particular attention to 
all points relating to the health and comfort of the 
Teachers and pupils, especially as affected by heating 
and ventilation, and by the proper admission of light 
in each room. 

After advertising for proposals for a twelve-room 
building on the Franklin School lot, and for a fifteen- 
room building on the Throop Street lot, including boiler- 
houses and chimneys, and duly submitting such proposals 
to the Board, the contracts were awarded, as follows:

It was found, upon examining the different methods 
of heating our school buildings, that heating by steam, 
though the most costly at first, had proved to be the 
most effective, and also the most economical in repairs 
and in fuel. Your Committee therefore recommended 
that the two new buildings be heated by steam, which 
recommendation was adopted by the Board, and the 
contract for the Franklin School building was awarded 
at the sum of $3,693, and that for the Throop School 
building at the sum of $4,897. 



Your Committee feels gratified to report that these 
two buildings are rapidly approaching completion, and 
that they can be occupied before the close of the present 
calendar year, when we shall have additional seats for 
for about 1,700 pupils. While these two buildings will 
only meet our needs to a limited extent, we may con- 
gratulate ourselves that even these have been secured. 

It is a matter for still further and greater congratula- 
tion, that the long-pending suits which have delayed 
the collection of taxes have been so decided that quite 
a considerable part of the old appropriations for build- 
ings and sites will now be realized, so that steps may 
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be taken, perhaps this autumn, for the erection of one 
or two more buildings, and your Committee would 
recommend the utmost diligence in this direction. 

The City owns lots for school purposes on Thirty- 
fifth street, corner of Winchester avenue, and on Fourth 
avenue, near Twelfth street, (part of Third Avenue 
School Site) where no buildings are needed at present. 
The City also owns lots on the corner of Wabash 
avenue and Eda street, and on the comer of Wood and 
Congress streets. A lot, 170 x 150 feet, corner of 
Armour street and Bickerdike Square, has been selected 
and bargained for at $6,000, which is $4,000 less than 
the appropriation. The Board has approved this selec- 
tion, the consent of the Council has been given, and 
the purchase will doubtless soon be completed. Your 
Committee would recommend that buildings be erected 
upon these three lots last named, in the order we have 
mentioned them, as rapidly as funds are obtained, and 
that no further expenditure be made out of the ap- 
propriations of 1875 and previous years for the purchase 
of sites until these buildings are completed. From the 
appropriations of the present year, however, your Com- 
mittee recommends the purchase of a site and the erec- 
tion of a school building near the corner of State and 
Ohio streets, in order to provide for the large number 
of pupils in that district, who are now without proper 
school accommodations. 

The question of erecting a building for the West 
Division High School on the Water Tank Lot, corner 
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of Morgan and Monroe streets, has not been considered, 
owing to lack of funds and the more pressing need of 
school accommodations in other parts of the City. 

The appropriations for buildings and sites for the 
present year were, for buildings, $88,000, and for sites, 
$54,000; an aggregate for school accommodations of 
$142,000. But of this sum it is estimated that fifteen 
per cent, cannot be collected. This will be a loss of 
$21,300, leaving for buildings $74,800, and for sites, 
$45,900. In making these appropriations the City 
Council limited the cost of the buildings to $12,000 
each. It is to be feared that this limitation will prove a 
loss rather than a gain. A building costing $18,000 
will accommodate twice as many pupils as one costing 
$12,000. In other words, it will require tivo of these 
smaller buildings, costing $24,000, to seat as many 
pupils as would find room in one building costing $18,- 
000. This shows a loss of $6,000. The appropriation 
of 1878 for school buildings, after deducting the fifteen 
per cent., is $74,800. This would erect six buildings, 
at a cost of $12,000 each, having a seating capacity of 
2,268. The same sum will erect four buildings, cost- 
ing $18,000 each, which would have a seating capacity 
of 3,024, showing a loss, in the small buildings, of 756 
seats, and, therefore, the exclusion of that number of 
pupils. Besides this, there would be extra expense in 
procuring sioc sites instead oi four^ and in employing 
six Principals and six Janitors instead oifour. Your 
Committee would therefore call the attention of the 
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Board to this matter for such action as may be deemed 
necessary. 

The City now owns 54 school buildings, having sit- 
tings for 37,837 pupils. But by the "Double Division" 
arrangement these buildings are now accommodating 
38,881 pupils. Besides these, there were in use at the 
beginning of the School Year 18 rented buildings with 
sittings for 4,233 pupils. The following tabular state- 
ment gives the location and the rental of these buildings, 
and the number of pupils accommodated in each, and 
shows in what sections of the City additional school 
accommodations are most urgently needed:

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Your Committee have, under authority granted them 
by the Board, made some changes in the rented build- 
ings, securing in some instances increased accommoda- 
tions, and in others a reduction of rental. The main 
floor of the block corner of Hubbard and Lincoln 
streets, consisting of five stores, has been leased, at a 
rental of $750, for the Hubbard Street School, provid- 
ing additional accommodations for 308 pupils. The 
Superior Street School has been removed from North 
Wells street to the Temperance Hall onr Huron street, 
at a reduction in rental of $380, besides having a seat- 
ing capacity for 65 more pupils, and is now known as 
the Huron Street School. The La Salle Street School 
will, at the commencement of the next School Year, be 
removed from the old frame building on La Salle street 
to the brick buildings Nos. 592 and 594 North Wells 
street, which will have a seating capacity for 80 addi- 
tional pupils. The premises occupied by the Blue 
Island Avenue and the West Fourteenth Street No, 2 
Schools, will be discontinued on the completion and 
opening of the Throop School Building. 

It is always difficult, often impossible, to rent suitable 
buildings in the localities where they are needed; and 
where suitable buildings can be obtained it is generally 
at large expense. But so long as the City is short of 
school accommodations of its own, renting is unavoid- 
able; and illy-fitted and expensive as rented buildings 
may be, they cannot be avoided. The evil should be 
abated as rapidly as possible. 
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With the limited means at their disposal, your Com- 
mittee has done the best it could to keep the school 
buildings and heating apparatus in good repair. The 
following statement will show the principal improve- 
ments and repairs made during the year : 

Filling and leveling the Throop School lot, at a cost 
of $653.20. The construction of drains connecting the 
Throop and New Franklin School buildings with the 
public sewers, at a cost of $694.25. The buildings for 
the Hubbard Street, Huron Street, and North Wells 
Street Schools were fitted up at a moderate expense. 
The floors and stairways of the High School buildings 
were repaired, and the outside woodwork of both 
buildings was painted two coats. The outside wood- 
work of the Kinzie, Wells, Holden, Clarke, and Archer 
Avenue School buildings was painted two coats. New 
floors were laid in the old building of the Brown, and in 
the main building of the Foster School, and the fences 
of both lots have been painted two coats. The fences 
of the Jones, Skinner, Calumet Avenue, and Sangamon 
Street School lots were painted two coats. The Hayes, 
Franklin, and West Fourteenth Street School buildings 
have been calcimined throughout, and their outside 
woodwork painted two coats. The roof of the Hayes 
School building was recoated. The Cottage Grove, 
Douglas, and Lincoln School buildings were calcimined 
throughout. 

In conclusion, your Committee desire to express 
their appreciation of the valuable services rendered by 
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Mr. James Ward, Building and Supply Agent, by 
whose practical experience and sound judgment your 
Committee has been greatly assisted in the discharge 
of their duties.

Your Committee would also report that, notwith- 
standing the reduction made by the City Council from 
the estimates presented by your Board for the support 
of schools for the present Fiscal Year, and the further 
reduction, in compliance with the instructions of His 
Honor the Mayor, that no Department of the Municipal 
Government be allowed to spend more than 85 per cent, 
of its appropriation, they have reason to hope that, by 
the exercise of strict economy, the expenditures on ac- 
count of schools .will be brought within the appro- 
priation. 

Your Committee entertain the opinion that the prac- 
tice of appropriating the amount required by any De- 
partment, without making provision for losses in the 
collection of taxes, is unsound in principle, and operates 
as a direct reduction of 10 or 15 per cent, of the 
amount appropriated; a reduction calculated to seri- 
ously embarass the efficiency of its management. 
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In conclusion, your Committee would express their 
satisfaction at the facility with which, since the appoint- 
ment of a Book Keeper, any information connected with 
the financial business of the Board can be obtained 
from the books of account, as now kept in the office of 
the Board.

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REPORT OF 



COMMITTEE ON GERMAN 



To the Board of Education : 

Your Committee on German herewith submit their 
Annual Report. 

Notwithstanding we are still laboring under the re- 
strictions of the system heretofore adopted in this 
branch of instruction, the general aspect of German 
in our schools is encouraging. At the close of the 
previous year, the total number of pupils taking Ger- 
man was 2,093; ^^ ^^ close of this year, the total is 
2,160, showing an increase of 67, while the highest 
number during the year was 2,239. 

Frequent applications have been made by parents 
for the introduction of German in schools where it is 
not yet taught, but owing to the stringency in the 
City finances, during the past year, this most desirable 
object has not been urged. That, however, the results 
of instruction in this branch are becoming more satis- 
factory, from year to year, is plainly shown by the 
following facts: 
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Your Committee has, on five daj's, during the last 
year, examined 42 applicants for positions as teach- 
ers, 18 of whom were gentlemen and 24 were 
ladies. Of the whole number, 17 passed, 8 gentle- 
men and 9 ladies, and although we raised the aver- 
age required from 75 to 80 per cent., we have the grat- 
ification to record the fact that, out of the nine ladies 
who obtained certificates, six were educated in our awn 
Public Schools^ exclusively^ and five of them had also 
received the diploma of graduation from our High 
Schools, so that these ladies are able to fill positions 
of Class teachers, as well as of German teachers. 
This is worthy of note, as it is the first year that Ger- 
man teachers could be found among our own scholars; 
and we now have good reason to expect an increase of 
such teaching force, from year to year. In this way 
we shall soon be enabled to change the sy stern of in- 
struction in German as your Committee proposed in 
their annual report of last year, the great advantages of 
which change will readily appear to every unbiased 
mind. 

To call to mind, in a few words, the main fea- 
tures of the desired change, let us recollect that, 
under the new sj^stem, in all classes where German is 
taught, the Class teacher is also the teacher of Ger- 
man, thus saving all extra -pay for instruction in this 
language, except, perhaps, the salary of one Special 
Teacher, who is required to superintend the Ger- 
man instruction in the whole City. The instruction, 
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however, should begin with the second school year, 
and not, as is now done, be deferred to the Jifth year, 
and it should be continued through all the grades* 

As now, it would then be optional with the parents to let 
their children take German or not; the classes of both 
languages would be taught, during the forenoon, by 
the teachers who are proficient in both English and 
German, and during the afternoon by the solely Eng- 
lish teachers, who take care of the exclusively English 
classes during the morning, interchanging classes with 
the teachers of both languages in the afternoon. This 
system — in use in the city of Cleveland, for instance, 
where over 8,000 pupils are well instructed in German 
with scarcely any extra pay for teachers — affords val- 
uable advantages, inasmuch as the pupils have greater 
practice in German conversation, — and that is what is 
needed, — and, having once entered the class in which 
both languages are taught, they will, with more regu- 
larity^ adhere to the study commenced, as every pupil 
of the class will have the same kind and amount of 
work to perform, while under the present system the 
mere whim of a child, or a temporary attack of lazi- 
ness, or a misunderstanding between pupil and teacher 
will sometimes serve as an excuse for dropping the 
special study. In the study of a language persevcr- 
ance is required more than in any other,, and it is due to 
the irregularity caused by allowing pupils to com- 
mence or drop this study at any time, that we can 
boast of no greater success. If the Board desires

to make a complete success of the instruction in 
German, it should be so arranged as to remove^ as far 
as possible, all vacillation in its pursuit. This end 
will be greatly promoted by the proposed change of 
system, and, aside from the higher erudition in this 
branch, the pupil will gain an element, the most im- 
portant in the formation of character, which is rather 
neglected by the present system: consistency of pur- 
pose. 

Let us add that, among the German population 
of our city, there are thousands of parents who send 
their children to German Parochial Schools simply be- 
cause the German language is not taught in the Public 
Schools of their districts. It will be an easy matter to 
gain over to our schools all such pupils, if, in connection 
with a liberal English education, they are afforded an 
opportunity to cultivate their mother tongue; a lan- 
guage spoken by more than one third of our popula- 
tion, and as dear to them as the English language is 
to Englishmen; a language which forms an important 
component part of the English language, by the study 
of which the latter can only be the better understood; 
moreover, the language of a people whose literature 
and science have at all times furnished mental food for 
the world, in no less degree than those of any other 
nationality; a language too dear to those who speak it 
to ever be torn from their hearts, and, a wise policy 
will figure with the facts as they are. The American 
6 
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nation being a conglomerate of nationalities, in which 
the English and German are in preponderance, can only 
be blended into one homogeneous people if each will 
respect the peculiarities of all. Insignificant fractions of 
other nationalities in this country will lose their lan- 
guage and habits, in the course of time. The German 
nationality will not die out; assimilation between the 
English and German nationalities will be mutual. This 
is a stubborn fact, proved by the statistics of every 
year, and is becoming more and more apparent to all 
honest observers, a fact which has long since con- 
vinced educational men that it is to the best interests ot 
all that the English- Americans be instructed in the 
German language, and the German- Americans made 
proficient in the English. This people is cosmopolitan 
in its character and elements, and it would but illy be- 
hoove our educational men to be exclusive in their views. 

Your Committee therefore repeats ^its recommenda- 
tion, to gradually change the system employed in the In- 
struction of German^ and submits that the measure 
be adopted for all schools into which the German 
shall be hereafter introduced. It would be impossible 
to abandon the present system in all schools at once^ as 
the teaching force required for the change is not at hand, 
but must be educated gradually, unless an importation 
of experienced teachers from other places should be 
resorted to ; but it is firmly believed that the election 
of Dr. Zimmerman, as Special Teacher of German, 
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which the Board saw fit to make at the close of the 
year, will greatly enhance, in the near future, the pros- 
pect of obtaining from our own schools such teachers 
as will be required for the contemplated change. 

Appended to this report is the customary table of 
statistics, prepared by the Special Teacher of German.
